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On the importance of a good character, considered only 
with respect to interest. 

As the minds of men are infinitely various, and as they are 
therefore influenced in the choice of a conduct by different in- 
ducements, the moralist must omit no motive, however subor- 
dinate in its nature, while it appears likely to lead some 
among mankind to a laudable or even a blameless behaviour. 
A regard to ease, to interest, and to success in the usual pur- 
suits of wealth and ambition, may induce many to pursue an 
honest and honourable conduct who would not have been in- 
flienced by purer motives; but who, after they have once per- 
ceived the intrinsic excellence aud beauty ef such a conduct, 
will probably preserve in it for its own sake, and upon-higher 
considerations. {fo those who are to make their own way 
either to wealth or honour, a good character is usually no less 
necessary than address and abilities. Though human nature 
is degenerate, and corrupts itself still more by its own inven- 
tions, yet usually retains to the last an esteem for excellence. 
But even if we are arrived at such an extreme degree of de 
pravity as to have lost our native reverence for virtue, yet a re- 
gard to our own interest and safety, which we seldom lose, will 
lead us to apply for aid, in all important transactions, to men 
whose integrity is unimpeached. When we chuse an assistant 
@ partner,a servant,our first enquiry is concerning his charac- 
tcr. When we have occasion for a counsellor or attorney, a 
physician or apothecary, whatever we may be ourselves, we 
always chuse to trust our pens and persons to men of the 
best character. When we fix on the tradesman who are to 
supply us with necessaries, we are not determined by the out- 
ward sign of the lamb, or the wolf, or the fox, nor by a shop 
fitted up in the most elegant taste, but by the fairest reputation. 
Look into a daily newspaper, and you will see, from the high- 
est to the lowest rank, how important the characters of the em- 
ploved appear tothe employers. After the advertisement has 
enumerated the qualities required in the person wanted, there 
constantly follows, that none need apply who cannot bring an 
undeniable character. Offer yourselfas a candidate for a seat 
in the Legislature, be promoted to honour and emolument, or 
in any respect attract the attention of mankind upon yourself, 
and if you are vulnerable in your character, you will be 
deeply wounded. This is a genera] testimony in favour of 
honesty, which no writings and no practices can possibly re- 
fute. 

Young men, therefore, whose moral characters are yet un- 
fixed, and who, consequently, may render them just such as 
thev wish, ought to pay great attention to their first steps 
which they take on entrance into life. They are usually care- 
less and inattentive to this object. They pursue their own plan 
with ardour, and neglect the opinions which others entertain, 
of them. By some thoughtless action or expression, they suf- 
fer a mark tobe impressed upon them, which scarcely any 
subsequent merit can entirely erase. Every man will fin: 
some persons, who, although they are not professed enemies, 
yet view him with an envious or a jealous eye, and who will 


gladly revive and aggravate any tale to which truth has given 


the slighest foundation. 
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Indeed, all men are so much inclined to flatter their own 
pride by detracting from the reputation of others, that, even if 
we were able to maintain an immaculate conduct,it would still 
be difficult to preserve an immaculate character. But yet it 
is wisdom not to furnish this detracting spirit with real subjects 
for the exercise of its activity. While calumny is supported 
only by imagination, or by malice, we may sometimes remove 
by contradicting it; but wherever folly or vice have supplied 
facts, we seldom do more than aggravate the evil, by giving it 
an apparent attention. The malignity of some, among the va- 
rious dispositicns of which mankind are composed, is often 
higaly graiided at the view of injured sensibility. 

In this turbulent and confused scene, where our words and 
actions are ci.en misundersood, and oftener misrepresented, it 
is indeed difficult even for innocence and integrity to avoid re- 
proach, abuse, contempt, and hatred. These not only hurt 
our interest, and impede our advancement in life, but sorely 
afflict the feelings of a tender and delicate mind. It is, then, 
the part of wisdom first to do every thing in our power to pre- 
serve an irreproachable character, and then to let our happi- 
ness depend chiefly on the approbation of our own consciences 
and on the advancement of our interest in a world where liars 
shall not be believed, and where slan“*erers shall receive 
countenance from none but him who, in Greek, is called, by 
way of eminence, Diabolous, or the Calumniator. Knox

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Refresentatives 
of the Uuited States of America in Congress assembled. 
Vhat no vessel or merchandize owned wholly by a citizen or 
citizens of the United States, which shall have departed from 
« British port prior to the 2nd day of February one thousand 
eight hundred and eleven, and no merchandise owned wholly 
by a citizen or citizens of the United States, imported in such 
vessel, shall be liable to seizure or forfeiture on account of any 
infraction or presumed infraction of the provisions of the act 
to which this act isa supplement. 


Sec. 2. And beit further enacted, That incase G. Britain 
shall so revoke or modify her edicts as that they shall cease 
to violate the the neutral commerce of the U. States, the Pre- 
sident of the U.S. shall declare the fact by proclamation; and 
such proclamation shall be admitted as evidence, and no other 
other evidence shall be admitted, of such revocation or modifi- 
cation in apy suit of prosecution which may be instituted under 

ne 4th section of the act to which this act is a supplement 
nd the restrictions imposed, or which may be imposed by vir- 
ue of the said act, shall from the date of such proclamation 
cease and be discontinued. 


sec. 3. And be it further enacted, That until the procla- 
mation aforesaid: shall have been issued, the several provisions 
of the Sd, 4th, Sth, 6th, 7th, 8th, 9th, 10th, and 18th sections 
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of the act, entitled an “ act to interdict the commercial inter- 
course between the U. States and G. Britain, and France and 
their dependencies, and for other purposes,’ shall have fali 
iorce and be immediately carried into effect against G. Britain, 
her colonies, dependencies, &c. Provided however, That 
any vessel or merchandize which may in pursuance thereof, be 
seized prior to the fact being ascertained whether Gt.

Last evening, Capt. J. G. Ogden, of the 56th regiment, ar- 
rived here from Squam Beach, with the January mail, and 
despatches from the British government to Mr. Morrier. 

Capt. Ogden was passenger in the government schr. This- 
tle, Capt. M’Pherson, and left Plymouth on the 21st of January. 
The Thistle was driven ashore in the N. E. snow storm at 7 
o'clock on Wednesday evening last at Squam Beach, and lost, 
and six of her crew, together with the three news-paper bags 
were also lost. The letter bags and the despatches were sa- 
ved, but were considerably wet. 


London, Jan. 8. We received letters from Holland yes- 
serday on the 2d inst. The conscription was extended to chil- 
dren of the age of 13. The Scheldt fleet was moored in Rup 
pel. It is said that in Norway 3,000 men, intended to man the 
ships of war there, had refused to proceed to Holland, and 
that the Danish troops which were ordered to compel them 
had declined any interference.” 


Jan. 10. Anew decree has been issued by the Danish Go- 
vernment, by which all trade with England is prohibited, un- 
der more severe penalties than any yet inflicted by the cruel 
Nanpolean. Itis declared a felony, punishable by death, in the 
capture of a ship maintaining intercourse with England. 

Jan. 11, We have forborne from all answer tothe vague 
and insiduous attacks which have been made in the ministerial 
papers on Lord Grenville, because he aeted upon the feelings 
of an honourable mind. We have uniformly presumed, in the 
discharge of our own duty to the public, to preserve the opin- 
ion which we thought consistent with the principles of ancient 
whiggism, and what we claim for ourselves, it is right to al- 
jow to others. Lord Grenville has been consistent in every 
part of his proceeding upon the Regency question ; and though 
we differed from him in sentiment on the case, we applaud his 
integrity and firmness in the maintenance of his opinion. 


On Sunday last he had an audience of three hours with the 
Prince of Wales, and we are assured that his Royal Highness 
signified his entire approbation of the line of conduct pursued 
by the Noble Lord on the Friday preceeding ; and that the 
Prince highly applauds the manliness and independent spirit

“*]T have this day effected sales at the following priges ‘ 
Flour $17 75, rice $7 75 for 132 lbs. corn $2 87 per bushel, 
pork $20, beef 14. Vessels are daily arriving from ‘America, 
and I am informed this evening that twenty sail have entered 
the river. 

‘** Flour was 20 dollars at Gibraltar by the last advices, and 
17 at Cadiz. Exchange at both places 15 to 17 per cent, be- 
low par. I do not think the markets will fall muck lower at 
this place, the consumption being very great ; and I have no 
doubt but all the vessels which have sailed will meet pretty 
good prices, although from the precarious situation of the coun- 
try I cannot advise shipments. 

“The armies have done nothing. The intention of the 
French appears at present to be directed to the south side of 
the Tagus, and it is said a division is already advancing from 
Spain. The English are erecting a line of defence on that 
side, in order to repel them ; as, should they obtai: possession 
of the heights, their shipping will be endangered, and their re- 
treat probally cut off. What will be the event it is impossible 
to foresee. It is, however, judged by most people that the 
French will ultimately succeed, although they are not under 
immediate apprehension.”
